Blahop Isaac W. Joyce was the presid- 
ing olBoel^. ' ' ' 

After considerable routine. Dr. John 
Handley of New Jersey Introduced a 
resolution which resulted in an unroar. 
It was that "tbe British colors be given 
a place alongside the Stan and StripeH 
on tbe plaitorm of this convention. ' 
A storm of ''noes" went up from the 
delegates when the resolution was 
read, but Dr. Uandlejr finally secured 
silence and made a passionate appeal 
for the resolution. "The British flag 
all over the world has given to mis- 
sionaries tbe protection which encour- 
agea us in the great work of preaching 
the gospel. It stands for the open 
Bible In every community. The An^er- 
ican and the Britons have locked arms 
to close tbe century with one united 
elllprt to destroy tbe crescent and lift 
th* Cross In tbe east" 
' "Dr. Handley's remarks for the mo- 
ment apparently turned the tide in 
favor of the resolution but after sev- 
eral delegates. Include W. J. Welch 
dfWfotBOai, kail niittea agaliist it. a 
motion to lay on the table, made by 
Dr. 9. P. Cadman of the New York con 
ference, prevailed. 

At 10 a. m. the roll call for resolu- 
tkma and memorials was laid aside 
and Buckley took the platform to 
reiul tile report of (be committee on 
•l&Opaey. 

Report No. three, on the effective- 
ness of bishops, recommended that 
Jtimes f hpbum,, missionary bish- 
op of India aiid J. C. S. Hartwell, mis- 
sionary bfehop of Africa, be declared 
elective and that William taylor mls- 
•ionary bishop of Africa, remain In his 
present irelatlon. Report number five 
wai then read. This was on the ejec- 
tion of a bisbop of African descent. It 
read: "There should be no diacriml- 
natlon on account of race or color. 
Men should be chosen because of 
worth and fitness of tbe person. We 
believe the time has come when tbe 
ceioteral eonference may safely and 
wisely chose a bishop from among tbe 
1,700 ministers of African descent and 
we reeogntt^ the need of a bishop 
among the people of African deeeent." 
This, too. wae adopted aaM great ap- 
plause. 

For Additional Blabops. 

Dr. Buckley then read the report on 
the election <rf additional genenS su- 
perintendents. "The committee on 
episcopacy recommends that two gen- 
eral superintendents be elected by this 
genera^ centerenee," said Dr^. Bucl^e/. 
If'hilVe to anhbunee'a minority re-' 
pmrt," said he. "In fac( the division of 
the committee Involved the offering of 
a second minority report." 

Dr. Buckley then moved the adop- 
tion of the report and the lli^t over 
the question of additional Bishops was 
on. Governor Leslie M. Shaw of Iowa 
was recognized to present minority re- 
port number one. 

It was "tliat no more blahopa be 
elected at this session of the eonfer- 
ence" and in a strong speech Qovernor 
Bhaw moved its substitution. "Six 
bishops can hold all the annual 
eonterenees in 18 weeks" said hs amid 
great applause. "If you add more bieh- 
ops they will be busy not with the 
with tbe work of the eplscopacy." 

Dr. Robert Forbea of the Minnesota 
oonfocwee then presented minority re- 
port number two, moving as an amend- 
ment to the minority report presented 
by Oovernor Shaw that four bishops 
bf e^pt^ by this general conference. 
"Tkere ought to be a Methodiat blahop 
in every great city in this country," 
said be, "and they should be appointed 
to their places nut on senOHtiF. toht foi 
Che wock they may do." 

Dr. J. PottB of Detroit, editor of 
the Michigan Christian Advocate, then 
spoke in favor of tbe majority report 

Amid a perfect babel of voices clam- 
oring tor recognition, the previous 
attestfOB was moved and ordered by a 



majority of OS votes and at 11:40 a. m., 
after k debate of nearly two hours, Dr. 
Buckley was recognised to make the 
closing argument in tiifwt ci the ma^ 
jority report. 

Tbe first vote was on the amendment 
to tbe subetltnte, the amendment pro- 
viding for four bishops. Thia Was 
overwhelmingly voted down. The suh- 
report opposing the election of any ad- 
tional bishop* Wan th«)il^ttt.on Itl pas- 
sage. This too' was defeated by a 
standing vote of 419 noes to 224 ayes. 

The majority roport was then put on 
passage and carried by about the same 
v6te. 

A motion by Dr. BucUey that the 
convention proceed to this election of 
bishops was then adopted nmld OHi> 
aiderable confusion. 

IH HONO B OF rARRAGUT. 

Ceremonies at tbe Birth Place of the 
Naval Hero. 
Knoxville, Tenn.. May 16.— The 'final 
day of Admiral and Vre. Dewey's tonr 

was spent at Ixjwe's Ferry, 13 milfs 
west of Knoxville, the birthplace of 
Admiral Farragut, under whom Dewey 
served in the civil ^.ar. The admiral 
and party aeeompinled by various re- 
ception committees and members of 
the Daughters of the Revolution and 
many citizens left the city by boat for 
the birthplace. Arriving there near 
noon, the site of the old Farragut 
homestead was visited. There Admir- 
al Dewey formally unveiled the marble 
shaft erected to mark the birthplace 
of the first admiral. Upon it is en- 
graved 'Hlirthplace of Admiral David 
Glasgow Farragut, born July 5, 1801. 
Erected by Bonny Kate Chapter D. A. 
R., Knoxville, Tenn. Dedicated by Ad- 
miral George Dewey. May 16. 1900. ' 

Following the unveilflig,' Admiral 
Dewey made an address In which he 
paid high tribute to Farragut and ru 
counted hii associations with him. 
Addressee were also made by Mrs. 
Ctaarlee A. Perkins, representing the 
D. A. R, Colonel L. D. Tyson and 
Judge O. P. Temple. The latter pre- 
sented Admiral Dewey with a hand- 
some mlniture of Admiral Fnrragut, 
done by Lloyd Branson, of this city. 
It Is on ivory in a case upon which is 
engraved "Presented to Admiral Dew- 
ey on the occasion of his visit to Far- 
ragut's birthplace, Knoxville, Tenn.. 
May 16. 1900." The party returned to 
the city in the afternoon, where a final 
reception was tendered Admiral Dewey 
by the Cumberland club. Admiral 
Dewey and party left at < o'clock 
for Washington.

The records 
of Tamnaaiay wre already black enough 
without the addition of this new in- 
famy. What makes the action of Tam- 
many particularly infamous now is 
tbe fact that Croker claims thia hoe 
pitality of an English domicile passca 
as an English country gentleman and 
runs race horses on the English turf, 
yet Is siding and encouraging tbe 
worst of England's enemies."

London War Office Gives Out Measages 
Sscclved From the Comi 
der ef tHe British 
In Matal. 



New York, May 16.— The steamer 
Mnaadam, from Rotterdam, which has 

on board the Boer peace envoys, 
Fischer, Wolmarans and Wessels 
reached quarantine about mid-day. 

The revenue cutter Hudson, with the 
reception committee on board went 
down the bay to meet and welcome the 
delegates. 

Those on board were William Van 
Rennslaer, px-Jiulgo George M. Van 
Hoesen, Alderman Kennedy, Theodore 
M. Banta, Councilman Oakley. P. Lout- 
er Weasels, Charles D. Pierce, consul 
general of the Orange Free State, Al- 
fred C. Ila.-^s.auclland, Bernard Voute. 

The cutter escorted the Maasdam up 
the river to the docks in Hoboken. 

Judge Van Hoeen welcomed the en- 
voys saying: "We are a committee of 
citizens of New York who sympathize 
with your country in its struggle for 
liberty and independence and who 
wish to make your visit to the city of 
New York agreeable to you personally 
ami advantageous to the nation of 
whii b yuu are the representatives. In 
the near future we will extend to you a 
more formal reception, but on thia oc- 
casion we simply say 'welcome.' " 

WUl AA VorVroteedon. 

New York, May 16.— According to 
a Pretoria correspondent the commis- 
sion composed of Messrs. Fischer, Wes 
eels and Wolmaris, and representing 
the republiee of the Transvaal and 
Orange Free State which is expected 
to arrive here is empowered to take 
Important action. Rather than see 
their country conquered by England, 
tbe oommissionera are empowered to 
ask the United States to assume a pro- 
tectorate over the republics, this pro- 
tectorate to tend, if desired toward 
eventual annexation as territoriea or 
states. 



Messages From Butler. 

London, May 16.— The war office fur- 
nisbee confirmation of the story telling 

of General Buller's move on the Big- 
garsburg. The first message told of 
tbe preliminary attack on May 13 when 
the Boers retired from the Biggarsberg. 
Five British were wounded. A second 
dispatch dated May 14 says: "The en- 
emy evacuated Helpmaakar Nek dur- 
ing the night, leaving a rear guard of 
about 1,000 men in front of us. These 
we have forced back throughout the 
day under considerable difUculties, as 
they fired all the grass on top of the 
berg as they retreated, and the Wind 
being unfavorable to ua we were 
scarcely able to see at all. I baited 
the infantry who marched very well 
through tbe hot smoke at Peltb. The 
cavalry have not yet reported but are 
some.mllee ahead. We have taken a 
few prisoners. Our casaulties are 
small." A third dispatch dated from 
Kemps Farm, May 15, says: "Dundon- 
ald reported that he bad driven the 
rear guard to the main body of tbe 
enemy near Burallnden, where they oc- 
cupied in force a strong position with 
three powerful guns. Major Gough, 
with the Composite regiment manouv- 
ered to the right round their left fiank 
and they retired. Dundohald then 
halted. He was 25 miles as the crow 
flies, from bis previous night's bivo- 
uac, and bad covered nearly 40 miles 
during the day In a waterless country 
most of the time riding through smoke. 
I think his pursuit a very fine perform- 
ance. From prisoners I learn that the 
enemy numbered over 2,000 at Help- 
maakar and being now Joined by those 
who left Van Jonder's Pass they must 
total nearly 3,000 men " The reoccupa-

Many have been captured or are 
surrendering. There were 150 of these 
among them President Steyn's brother. 
The Ladybrand diatrict is clear of 
Boers. They have evactiiated Mequat- 
llng's Nek and are now near Lindley. 

Both Sides Lost. 

Lorenzo, Marques, May 15. — The 
Boers, Saturday, occupied the Kaffir 
location at Mafeking. They were in 
turn attacked during the night of Sat- 
urday and on Sunday found them- 
selves surrounded. The Boers lost 
seven killed and 17 wounded. Tbe 
British loaa li reported to hare been 
heavy.

At tbe conclusion of Mr. Clark's 
speech many senators crowded around 
bim and shook his hand most cordi- 
ally. As scon a.s order was restored, 
Mr. Chandler asked that the consider- 
ation of the resolution declaring the 
seat vacant be postponed for a day. 
which was done. 

Senator Clark announced bis resig- 
nation as follows: 'Acting upon my 
own Judgment and holding no one re- 
sponsible for the result I have con- 
cluiled to place my resignation in the 
hands of the chief executive of Mon- 
tana and 1 here .'^uliniit a copy of a let- 
ter addressed to bim under date of May 
11, and which is now In his hands." 

Mr. Clark said: "1 shall ask the in- 
dulgence of the senate while I, 'as 
briefly as possible, submit some re- 
marks, referring first to tbe character 
ot the investigation; second, to the 
majority report of the honorable com- 
mittee on privileges and elections 
which has submitted findings adverse 
to the retention ot my seat in the sen- 
ate, third, to the conditions existing in 
tbe state of Montana for a number of 
years prior to my election which jus- 
tified my political action; and lastly, a 
statement as to the course I deem best 
to pursue In the premises." 

There Is yet some doubt as to what 
will be done with the resolution of the 
committee on privileges and elections 
in the Clark case. This committee will 
hold a meeting to consider a form ot 
procedure. Some of the senators think 
the senate should take action on tbe 
resolution but others say the resigna- 
tion leaves the seat vacant and no ac- 
tion is necessary. It is said a peculiar 
condition exist.^ in Montana. The Gov- 
ernor, an anti-Clark man, Is in Califor- 
nia and Lieutenant Governor Spriggs, 
a friend of Mr. Clark, is acting. It Is 
said by some of the Montana men that .
